“ If we pass a school finance 
measure with $800 million in 
it and can’t certify it we’ve 
got problems.”

The Tiny Tot swim lessons 
are for boys and girls ages 
three through six and are 
designed with 
two 
basic 
purposes in mind. 
First, the program aims at 
helping each child this age 
feel comfortable in the water 
and learn a respect for the 
water. After this goal is 
accomplished, each child is 
then taught the basic skills of 
swimming. The final goal of 
each class for every age is 
that the child learn how to 
swim at the end of the class. 
“Children this age have to 
be approached at his own 
level in swimming,” Jim 
Curtis, aquatics director 
says. “Some children this 
age adapt 
to 
the 
water 
quickly and learn to swim 
very fast; other children 
have 
a 
difficult 
tim e 
becoming accustomed to the 
water in 
one 
two-week 
session.” 
The Tiny Tot classes are 
taught in backyard pools in 
the 
Plano 
and 
North 
Richardson area. Each Tiny 


Tot class is limited to six 
children of the same age and 
each class has three in­ 
structors. 
The senior instructor at 
each pool is a person 21 
years of age or older who is 
trained in teaching swim­ 
ming to this age child and 
someone who relates well to 
this age child. 
Curtis urges all parents 
who have a child, age three 
through six to enroll them in 
the Y’s Tiny Tot program. 
According to the National 
Safety Council, drownings 
have 
becom e 
the 
third 
leading cause of accidental 
deaths in the US and about 
two-thirds of the drowning 


victims did not know how to 
swim. 
“Learning how to swim 
and water safety are very 
important for a child this 
young," Curtis goes on, 
“because learning to swim 
may save a life."

‘Green Survival’ Plan Viewed 


Program Becomes an Official Bicentennial Activity 


For Gardens 
Weed Problem Seen 


Weeds are a problem in 
home gardens just as they 
are in large fields, because 
they compete with desirable 
plants 
for 
w ater, 
soil 
nutrients, sunlight, and air. 
They also harbor m any 
insects and diseases. 
Hand-hoeing is still the 
best answer for the home 
gardener. It is inexpensive, 
quite selective, accu rate, 
effective, and for some even 
enjoyable. A great deal of 
emotional satisfaction can 
come from leaning on a hoe 
handle while viewing a 
clean, 
freshly-hoed 
row 
where weeds stood only 
minutes before. 
While 
hoeing, 
a 
fair 
amount of hand pulling is 
usually 
necessary 
close 
about the base of the plants. 
A fair amount of damage 
may occur to vegetables if 
weeds are allowed to get big 
before being pulled 
O ther alte rn a tiv e s are 
mulching and 
using her­ 
bicides. 
Mulching controls weeds 
by keeping light away from 
seedlings and providing a 
m echanical 
b a rrie r 
to 
emergence. It works best 
against weeds that come up 
from seed each year. Weeds 
that do come through the 
mulch are easily spotted for 
rem oval and a re easily 
pulled from the moist soil. 
Good mulching m aterials 
include com post, straw , 
leaves, hay, sawdust, wood 
shavings, bark, paper and 
plastic sheeting. 
One-and- 
on e - h a l f - m i l e 
b la c k 
polyethylene film is the most 


popular synthetic m aterial 
in present use. Clear plastic 
is unsatisfactory since it 
allows light to enter which 
encourages 
weed 
growth. 
Care should be taken with 
all 
m ulches, 
and 
p a r­ 
ticu larly 
with 
p lastic 
sheeting, to have the soil 
moist before applying While 
straw and leaves may be 
raked back in order to feed 
and water the plants, plastic 
sheeting is more or less 
perm anent once applied. 
Usually, it is best to apply 
m ost 
of 
the 
fertilizer 
required by the plants before 
the mulch is applied. Some 
gardeners do roll back the 
plastic from the edge of the 
beds toward the row center 
in order to supply additional 
fertilizer and water. 
Raw, unrotted saw dust 
has a tendency to cause 
nitrogen deficiency in plants 
growing through it 
Micro­ 
organisms involved in the 
process of decaying the 
sawdust utilize soil nitrogen, 
thus reducing the amount 
available to nearby plants, 
although the rate of decay of 
mulched sawdust is less than 
th at 
for 
in co rp o rated 
sawdust. 
Applications of additional 
nitrogen fertilizer can help 
overcome this problem when 
utilizing sawdust as a mulch 
and subsequent 
soil 
con­ 
ditioner. In general, sawdust 
is not toxic to plants. 
At p resen t, h erb icid es 
have limited value in home 
v egetable g ard en s. While 
such chem icals work well in 
single-crop situations, it is 


more difficult 
to employ 
them where a wide assort­ 
ment of vegetables occupy a 
small space. 
Perhaps the best use of a 
herbicide 
would 
be 
a 
preplanting treatm ent with 
an all-purpose chem ical 
such as vapam. This can be 
safely applied to rid soils of 
nematodes and fungi, as well 
as 
som e 
w eeds. 
This 
chemical is usually most 
effective when covered with 
a plastic sheeting soon after 
application. A waiting period 
of about two weeks is usually 
necessary from tim e of 
application 
to 
tim e 
of 
planting. 
Herbicides applied at time 
of 
p lanting 
or 
after 
vegetables have 
em erged 
are more difficult to employ, 
and probably should not be 
suggested for the average 
home gardener. Such her­ 
bicides may work well with 
som e 
crops, 
but 
m ay 
dam age more sensitive ones. 
Application methods must 
be followed carefully, and 
only the correct amounts 
should be used. 
Although it is possible to 
utilize herb icid es in the 
g arden 
by 
grouping 
vegetables for tolerance to 
certain 
ch em icals, 
and 
diligently following all lable 
precautions, chemical weed 
control for gardens is still 
perhaps too sophisticated for 
the 
a v erag e 
vegetable 
gardener to safely use.

Fruit, Nut Trees 
Need Examining 


To 
elim in ate 
as 
m any 
problems as possible when 
planting fruit and nut trees 
around the homes be sure to 
select 
plan ts 
th a t 
are 
d is e a s e -fre e , 
su g g e sts 
Jam es R. Risinger, Collin 
County Agent with the Texas 
A gricultural 
E xtension 
Service. 
Carefully exam ine the root 
system of trees at the tim e of 
p u rch ase and refuse to 
accept any trees which show 
signs 
of 
galls ' 
or 
deterioration of the roots. 
Some of the things to look for 
are crown gall, nematodes 
and a crown decay. 
Crown gall is a bacterial 
disease occurring on many 
nursery trees. This disease 
is distinguished by large 
rough galls that may be V4 to 
three inches in diameter. 
Root knot nematodes cause 
small 
galls 
on 
the 
root 
system which are generally 
more numerous and small 
than galls formed by crown 
gall. 


The crown of the plant 
should 
also be examined 
closely for any dead areas. 
These m ay later result in a 
decay that will completely 
girdle the stem and result in 
death. Also, check a tree’s 
root system to make sure it 
has not dried out. Many 
trees, particularly pecans, 
that dry out after digging 
will be greatly reduced in 
vigor. 
“ So, when purchasing fruit 
and nut trees, make your 
selection with care. It will be 
well w orth the e ffo rt,’’ 
contends Risinger.

need to help your green 
friends adjust to a new set of 
surroundings.

Choose plants that will 
survive the light conditions 
in your home. Bright light 
(distinct shadow when hand 
passed over plant) will be 
needed by crotons, rubber 
plants, cacti and succulents.

Soil mixes should be soil­ 
less. Local native soils are 
no good for house plants. 
Choose 
a 
com m ercially 
p rep ared , highly organic 
potting soil. 
W ater as your plants dry 
out. not on a regular once-a- 
day 
or 
once-a-w eek 
schedule. 
Every third or 
fourth watering soak the soil 
thoroughly, carrying water 
soluble salts out of the soil. 
Im proper w atering kills 
more house plants than all 
other causes combined. 
Fertilize sparingly, if at 
all 
R em em ber 
active 
growth isn’t your goal. One 
or two light feedings a year 
may well be sufficient. 
Keep a close eye open for 
bugs and diseases. Mealy 
bugs and red spider mites 
will be your two most likely 
visitors. Use “ tender house 
plant” sprays to keep ahead 
of their game. 
Beware of the oily plant 
shine. Far better to use a 
feather duster or soft dusting 
cloth to shine up the leaves. 
Even a bath in the shower is 
an excellent idea. 


Hanging Baskets 
Gain Popularity

Hanging baskets continue 
to gain in popularity, adding 
a touch of nature to many 
surroundings. 
According to Dr. William 
W elch, 
landscape 
h o r­ 
ticulturist 
for 
the 
Texas 
A gricultural 
E xtension 
Service, hanging baskets 
can be hung in carports, 
te rra c e s, porches, under 
trees or inside the home. 
“Any plants with drooping 
foliage such as ferns are 
excellent 
for 
hanging 
b a sk e ts,” says the h o r­ 
ticulturist with the Texas 
A&M U niversity System . 
“ Asparagus sprengeri ferns 
are popular because they 
can tolerate a lot of direct 
sun and some cold, 
but 
Boston type ferns need high 
humidity and partial shade 
to do well.” 
Succulent plants such as 
hen and chickens or burro 
tail sedum make good plants 
for hanging baskets and can 
tolerate considerable heat 
and drought. 
“ Periw inkles and p o r­ 
tulaca will bloom through 
the hottest weather on into 


fa ll,” says W elch, “ and 
petunias do well during 
spring and early sum m er.” 
Galvanized wire baskets 
with pressed or sphagnum 
moss liners and wooden and 
terra cotta hanging planters 
all m ake good containers. 
“ Fill the basket with a 
good potting soil high in 
organic m atter such as peat 
m oss,” recommends Welch, 
“and place plants at the 
sam e 
depth 
they 
w ere 
originally growing. 
“ Because hanging baskets 
are exposed to hot dry air on 
all sides, plants should be 
watered two or three times a 
w eek.” 
Welch 
suggests 
w atering the p lants by 
immersing the bottom of the 
container in a tub of water. 
Also, use a water soluble 
fertilizer once or twice a 
m onth, advises the h o r­ 
ticulturist. 
By 
snipping off 
dead 
flowers, seed pods or leaves 
and pruning back 
vining 
plants to encourage bran­ 
ching, hanging baskets can 
be attractive throughout the 
growing season, adds Welch.

Mrs. Means uses New Zea­ 
land spinach as groundcover 
under rugosa roses and 
blueberries as ornam ental 
shrubs. 
She recommends dwarf 
curly kale for edging and 
regular size kale for accent 


plants. B russels sprouts 
pruned of their lower leaves 
resemble 
miniature 
palm 
trees, and pepper plants can 
be pruned to look 
like 
miniature elms. 
Purple cauliflower, which 
turns green in cooking, also 
makes a good accent plant, 
she wrote.
